Some loyal customers of Pet Food Warehouse send cards to notify employees about a pet's death or a new litter of 
puppies, says John Seaman, retail manager at Shelburne Road. It's not hard to see why. Employees carry dog treats 
in the pockets of their blue aprons. Besides welcoming canines, the stores offer plenty of high-nutrition fodder and 
gear for cats, birds, fish, small rodents and more exotic critters. Founded in Winooski in 1983, Pet Food Warehouse 
stocks Vermont products such as Kelly’s Rookies biscuits, Rocket Dog Bonker Balls and politically themed toys from 
Kitty Hoots.

The truth is, EC is effective up to five days after unprotected sex— not just 
the morning after. EC significantly reduces the risk of pregnancy after un- 
protected intercourse by providing a short burst of the hormone progestin 
that disrupts the process essential for pregnancy. It is up to 89 percent 
effective if taken within the first 72 hours. But the sooner you take it the 
more effective it will be. 

Make no mistake, however, EC is not a substitute for a routine birth con- 
trol method, nor does it protect against sexually transmitted infections. It 
is intended to be a back-up emergency measure in the instance of sexual 
assault, when no other birth control was used, or in the event of a method 

EC is extremely safe and will not affect an established pregnancy. It is 
believed that greater awareness of and access to this after-the-fact con- 
traceptive option could prevent 1.7 million unintended pregnancies and 
800,000 abortions a year. 

It is also entirely different from a medication abortion or the so-called 
“abortion pill.” The abortion pill— known in Europe as RU-486— is a com- 
pletely different product for a very different situation. Prescribed in this 
country under the brand name Mifepristone, it is administered by a medi- 
cal professional to terminate a very early pregnancy. 

Later this year, Plan B® emergency contraception will be available at phar- 
macies and health centers without a prescription for consumers over 1 8. 
Until then— and after— women and teens can still get Plan B® at Planned 
Parenthood health centers and most pharmacies (with a prescription). 
And— because we’re lucky enough to live in a state that's implementing a 
new EC Collaborative Practice law— women and teens will eventually be 
able to get EC directly from a participating pharmacist, without first visit- 
ing their health care provider.
